On this page were tho following 
two names: _Louis Rabel . who Mr. Newman stated h-aded the Cuban 
Re vefcutionaly Society. (a telephone number aopoared by this time 
and was recored by the officers as V/H 7-55W. The other name 
on this page was: Mr. Grlmmader , who Mr. Newman stated had an 
auditing firm in the Audubon Building. (telephone number by this 
name was 524-2338) Mr, Newman received a check for the rent of 
office from Mr. Grimmader. 

Mr. Newman stated that he had' given all this information to 
the FoB. I and the Secret Service.
